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ANNOUNCEMENT 


St. Luke’s is a general hospital, organized in 1871 under 
the auspices of the Episcopal Church; but no distinetion is 
made between the various nationalities or creeds, its doors 
being open to all. Patients are allowed every facility for 
receiving the consolations of their own churches. 

The hospital is situated on Valencia Street near the junction 
of Mission street, surrounded by spacious, well-kept grounds. 
It is free from the cold winds, fog, and noise of other portions 
of the city, while at the same time easily accessible by the 
Valencia Street electric cars, which pass the door; also by the 
Mission Street line and the San Francisco and San Mateo 
electric cars, which pass within half a block. The Valencia 
Street station of the broad-gauge road to San Jose is within 
two blocks. 

The corps of Attending Physicians and Surgeons is com- 
posed of men of known reputation and ability. 

The members of the House Staff are also thoroughly efficient 
and attentive to their duties. 

The Directors desire especially to bring St. Luke’s Hospital 
to the notice of patients from a distance who may desire 
special treatment from surgeons or physicians in the city. 
Such persons can be accommodated as in a hotel, yet have the 
care and comfort of a home, and have their own physicians 
and nurses if desired. 

St. Luke’s Hospital cares for three classes of patients: In 
the first class are those who are able to pay the hospital 
charge for board, nursing, and medicines, but are unable to 
pay for the services of a physician or surgeon ; in such cases 
medical attendance is furnished by the hospital. The second 
class consists of private patients who select their own physi- 
cians or surgeons (who may be members of the attending staff 
or not), and who come to the hospital for the accommodations 
it affords. The third class is composed of those who are 
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unable to pay anything to the hospital, and are admitted to 
the free beds. 

A bed in the wards will be $14.00 per week. 

A bed in a room containing two beds, $2.50 per day. 

A private room from $3.00 to $7.00 per day, depending 
upon the size and location of the room, as follows: In the 
main building, $3.00 per day. In the Mills Building—ainter- 
mediate rooms, $4.00 per day; corner rooms, $5.00 per day; 
front rooms, $7.00 per day. These latter rooms get the sun 
from morning until night, have four windows, are very roomy, 
and have bath and toilet adjoining. The rooms in this build- 
ing are large sunny rooms, newly furnished in an artistic, 
homelike manner, overlooking a beautiful lawn and palm 
earden. Special attention paid to diet. Tray service equal 
to the best first-class hotel. Chef in charge. Nursing excel- 
lent. New ten-room operating pavilion with a fully equipped 
armamentarium and X-ray department. Physicians can 
attend their own patients without fear of interference, and 
every professional courtesy will be extended. 

The above rates include board and the divided attention 
of nurses. Patients requiring the undivided attention of a 
nurse will be charged $3.00 per day extra for a hospital nurse. 
If a hospital nurse cannot be spared, a graduate nurse can 
be obtained for $25.00 per week, and 75 cents per day, or 
$5.00 per week will be charged by the hospital for her board. 

A small charge is made for medicines, and the hospital 
reserves the right to charge for articles of food not on the 
regular diet list, when especially expensive and out of season. 
The culinary department of the hospital has been greatly 
improved, and it is the intention of the management that 
patients shall have such desires as to food and comfort satis- 
fied as do not conflict with the orders of the attending physi- 
clan. 

The special diet is regulated by the attending physician’s 


orders, and meals are served at regular hours. 
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Typhoid fever cases, when requiring considerable nursing, 
but yet not sick enough for special nursing, will be charged 
$10.00 per week extra. 

All kinds of acute, curable, and non-contagious diseases are 
treated in the hospital. Chronic and incurable complaints 
may be received and retained at discretion, but will not be 
permanently provided for. No patients are admitted suffer- 
ine from any ailment that would occasion discomfort to other 
patients. 

Especial care is given to obstetrical cases, the charges for 
which are from $3.00 to $7.00 per day for the room, and 
$3.00 per day for a special nurse, who is required for the 
first week, and can be retained longer if desired. This makes 
the least possible charge for the two weeks’ stay $63.00. To 
this is to be added the physician’s fee of $25.00 unless the 
patient is already under the care of a physician, or is in 
some special need of charity. 

Hospital patients able to pay will be charged for medical 
attendance and for surgical operations, in proportion to their 
severity and importance. Ten dollars will also be charged 
for the use of the operating-room, which includes the charge 
for the anesthetic, dressings, ete. 

Patients sent into the hospital by physicians not on the 
hospital staff cannot be treated by any member of the hos- 
pital staff except by special request from the doctor sending 
the patient into the hospital. The Board of Directors desire 
to extend every hospitality to the physicians of the community 
at large, and to assure them every attention and courtesy 
from the resident executive and medical staff. Their orders 
will receive the same attention as those of the regularly 
appointed visiting staff. Many conveniences which add greatly 
to the efficacy of the hospital work are being installed from 
time to time, and a most satisfactory service is guaranteed to 
any physician or surgeon treating his patients here. 

The number of nurses in the training-school has been largely 
increased, so that this department is unsurpassed for the effi- 
ciency and excellence of its service. 
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The hospital now has a well-organized laboratory, super- 
vised by an eminent pathologist, Dr. Wm. Ophuls. One mem- 
ber of the interne staff devotes his entire attention to the 
examination of the blood and urine, so that quick and effi- 
cient service is rendered. 

Complete records are kept of every patient from admission 
to discharge, to enable those physicians and surgeons who so 
desire to obtain ready reference to their eases. 

The operating-room armamentarium is now very complete, 
new electrical apparatus for urethral, bladder, and ureteral 
examinations and for trephining having recently been added 
to it. The hospital is lighted by electricity. 

The plumbing, drainage, and sewerage of the hospital are 
of the latest and most improved kind. 

Patients should make definite arrangements with the visit- 
ing physician or surgeon as to fees previous to or upon enter- 
ing the hospital. 

Payments are to be made for two weeks in advance; any 
unexpended portion will be refunded. The hospital will not 
be responsible for money or other valuables belonging to 
patients, unless deposited with the cashier. 

Patients’ laundry is done at their own expense outside of 
the hospital. 

Pay patients can have their own private physicians or 
nurses if they so desire. All reputable physicians and sur- 
geons are invited to send their patients to the hospital, where 
they may attend them without fear of interference. The hos- 
pital is always glad to assist doctors in obtaining trained 
nurses. 

Ten thousand dollars endows a bed in perpetuity in the 
wards. 


Five thousand dollars endows a bed in the wards for thirty- 
three years. 

The annual charge for the support of an adult’s bed in 
the wards is $700. 








REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


The reports of the Superintendent, Treasurer, Executive 
Committee, Resident Physician, Pathologist, Chaplain and 
Superintendent of Nurses, which are herewith submitted, are, 
as heretofore, so complete and exhaustive as to require but 
little to be presented by the President in this thirty-sixth 
annual report. 

During the year ending September 30, 1907, 1,796 patients 
were treated, as against 1,590 in the preceding year. 

The total number of days of hospital care were 54,819, of 
which 392 days were to free patients, making an average of 
1.07 free patients daily. 

During the preceding year there were 36,283 days of hos- 
pital care, of which 408 days were to free patients, making 
an average of 1.11 free patients daily. 

At the end of this hospital year we were obliged to vacate 
the premises at Ingleside, occupied by us immediately after 
the great conflagration as a branch hospital. This has resulted 
in a considerable loss of income. 

We are under great obligations to Mr. Thomas H. Williams 
for the free use of the Ingleside premises at the time when 
our own largest building had been destroyed, leaving us in 
much need of hospital accommodation for the numerous pa- 
tients which St. Luke’s Hospital was called upon to take care 
of by the Executive Committee of the San Francisco Red 
Cross and Relief Fund. 

With the closing of this Branch Hospital, we also ceased to 
receive any further aid from this Relief Fund, which has 
-ansed an additional diminution of our income. 

Dr. L. W. Allen, who has been our efficient Superintendent 
since the conflagration, has used every effort to keep down 
our expenses consistently with a proper discharge of our 
work. and has been indefatigable in his effort to render the 
service at St. Luke’s Hospital second to no other in san 


HK raneciseo: 
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As stated in our last annual report, our principal brick 
structure, the Gibbs Building, was ruined to such an extent 
that it has been condemned as beyond repair. 

Our work has been very much hampered by the loss of 
this building, so that it is now difficult to keep our expenses 
within our income. In consequence of this condition of affairs, 
our future course demands very serious attention. 

I think that one of the plans to be taken into consideration 
should be the sale of our present property and the purchase 
of a smaller site in a locality where the hospital could depend 
upon a more certain and larger patronage than we can expect 
in our present location. 

St. Luke’s Hospital has done so much good work for nearly 
forty years, and received the care and attention of so many 
earnest workers in its management, that it should not be 
sufferéd to go out of existence, nor do I believe for one mo- 
ment that such will be the case, but it needs at this time 
more than ever the interest, patronage and gifts of church 
people. 

It has given me pleasure in the past, and does so again, to 
acknowledge the indebtedness of the Hospital to the Visiting 
and Consulting Medical and Surgical Staff for valuable ser- 
vices efficiently rendered in the hospital affairs. 

I wish to express our regret at the resignation of our late 
Superintendent of Nurses, Miss Lucey Allen Hall, who ren- 
dered most valuable service, particularly at the time when 
the smallpox broke out in the Hospital. 

I must also again most heartily commend our Treasurer, 
Archdeacon Emery, for his unceasing labor and interest in 
our affairs, shown not only when here in the discharge of his 
duty, but also in the Eastern States while absent for attend- 
ance at the General Convention.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To THE PRESIDENT AND Boarp or Directors oF St. LUKE’S 
HOSPITAL : 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to place before your Honor- 
able Body the annual report of the Superintendent for the 
year ending September 30, 1907. It is therefore my privilege 
to inform you of the Hospital’s good work during the past 
year, of its changes, and lastly, of its needs. 

The total number of patients treated during the year was 
1,796, against 1,590 during the previous year. The total num- 
ber of days of patients treated was 54,819. The average daily 
number was 150.22. The largest number in any one day was 
99 at St. Luke’s Hospital and 89 at Ingleside. The total 
number of days of free treatment to those in need of charity 
was 392, which represented $1,166.00, or the interest on $23,- 
320.00 at 5%, 1. e., we gave in free treatment to the amount 
of more than twice our present endowment. This does not, 
of course, include those supported by the San Francisco Red 
Cross and Relief Funds. Of such we have had at St. Luke’s 
Hospital a daily average of 24.59: at Ingleside, 70.16; repre- 
senting at St. Luke’s Hospital 8,975 days’ treatment, at Ingle- 
side, 25,608; and for which we received for those at St. Luke’s 
Hospital $17,950.00; for those at Ingleside $36,619.92, or a 
total of $54,569.92. 

Our work at Ingleside came to an end on the 5th of Octo- 
ber, the Relief Board transferring the chronic cases there to 
the Ingleside Camp. After the patients had left we retained 
several cleaners to give the rooms throughout the buildings 
used by us a thorough antiseptic cleaning and scrubbing. 
Some parts were repainted and every effort was made to leave 
the buildings which the New California Jockey Club so gener- 
ously placed at our disposal at the time of the fire in as good 
a state of repair as possible. We must ever be grateful to this 
organization for their generosity and unfailing courtesy at 
all times. We are also indebted to Dr. Wm. Kenny for his 
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efficient direction there of the internal affairs, both executive 
and medical. 

We are now. therefore, back upon our old resources as 
they were before the fire, less the use of the Gibbs Building. 
The rehabilitation of the old buildings has been carried on 
during the past year as far as possible, with the exception of 
painting the outside of the Main and Keene Buildings which 
it was thought by your Executive Committee advisable to 
delay for the present. We are now fairly well stocked up in 
each department, but this does not mean that we can stop buy- 
ing or repairing, for it is remarkable how quickly departments 
ean run down if a too economical policy is earried out. This 
is especially true when the buildings are as old as ours. We 
need to have a painter about all the time, but I find it rather 
difficult to find just the right man. The work done during 
the past year can best be told by taking up separately the 
various departments of the Hospital. For yourselves and 
others interested in hospital economics, and for those pro- 
spective donors who may desire to know how our funds are 
expended, and what average cost is ours, IT have arranged the 
hospital expenditures during the past year according to the 
scheme advised by the American Association of Hospital Su- 
perintendents in order to establish uniformity for universal 
comparison. It must be kept in mind that these expenditures 
include two quite different classes of patients during the past 
year—the acute cases at St. Luke’s Hospital, including all 
the operative cases, and the chronic cases at Ingleside. It is 
necessarily a lower average than it would have been for St. 
Luke’s Hospital alone, provided all the repairs and improve- 
ments were done that have been done. It is also a higher 
average by far than the daily cost per patient in a chronic 
or convalescent home. The figures during this year must be 
taken for the work they represent. It was impracticable and 
often impossible to separate the items of cost for each where 
the work was done by the same hands, as for instance, the 
laundry. We begin this year on the one hospital footing 


again.

I. Corporation Expenses cover the taxes, insurance, the 
interest on mortgage, lawyers’ fees, and the expenses of the 
central office of the Corporation. 

II. The expenses of the Administration Department in- 
elude the salaries of the Superintendent, the Cashier and 
office force,—the telephone, the general stationery used in the 
office and requisition blanks, etc., for the issuance of supplies, 





and a petty cash account for the payment of small bills. The 
daily cost for this department during the past year was $0.113 
per patient. 

III. Under the head of the Professional Care of Patients 
are included the salaries of the Resident Physician and of the 
Staff of the Training-School for Nurses—i. e. the Superin- 
tendent, the Assistant Superintendent, the Head Nurse of the 
Operation Pavilion, and one other graduate ; the compensation 





to the undereraduate nurses and the orderlies. The cost of 
drugs, surgical supplies and apparatus, and stationery. The 
total cost of this department during the past year was $24,- 
155.37, or $0.44 per day per patient. This does not include 
the cost of providing these officers and employees with food, 


washine, and lodging. This should be included to be accu- 
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rate, but it is quite impossible with our system of common 
store-room and kitchen.

The work of the medical department, which is still under 
the efficient supervision of Dr. Cowden, the Resident Physi- 
cian, is submitted to you in a earefully elaborated statistical 
report. It deserves the earnest perusal of those interested in 
medical and surgical statistics. 

The training-school is still under the able supervision of 
Miss Lucy A. Hall. It is with the deepest regret that I have 
to announce her decision to sever her connection with the 
hospital on the first of December, 1907. Her ability, untiring 
energy, and enthusiasm has lifted our Training-School for 
Nurses to its present position of first rank among the schools 
on the Pacifie Coast. During the spring Miss Salt resigned 
her position as Assistant Superintendent. This position is 
still vacant. The need for strict economy made it necessary, 
on the 15th of October, to discontinue the graduate nurse in 
charge of the Mills Building, Miss Ida Tautphaus. The 
enrollment of undergraduate nurses has dropped during the 
year from 45 to 37. This has made it impossible to keep as 
many nurses on special duty as formerly, making a difference 
in the income derived from this source of over $2,000. It 
would add greatly to the efficiency of the school to have 
oraduate nurses in charge of each of our buildings. Would 
‘t not be more economical also? It is to be remembered that

the lease for our present home for the nurses expires at the 
end of our coming fiscal year. The need for a real home for 
them is as urgent as ever.

It is my opinion that in this hospital at least the patholog- 
ical and X-ray departments should be placed under the Pro- 
fessional Care of Patients Department. Therefore, in the 
future these two departments will be placed under the head 
of Department III. The cost of the Pathological Department 
is a clear output, no revenue being derived directly from it 
to effect the above expenditure. The income from the X-ray 
Department amounted to $427.70. The Housekeeping Depart- 
ment cost $10,083.77, or $0.186 per day per patient. Of this 
the salaries amounted to $6,154.05; the remainder, $3,929.72, 
representing the renewals of linen, crockery, and general 
household supplies, not including provisions. 

The Kitchen Department expense is mainly the wages of 
the kitchen employees, $4,208.10; renewals of utensils amount- 
ing to only $156.69. 
represents wages. This was higher than it would have been 
had we not done considerable laundry work for outside insti- 
tutions during the laundry strike. ‘his work earned for us

$2,035.74, which made our laundry expense only $1,722.76 


for the entire year. 
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In the Steward’s Department we had a total expense of 
$37,636.71, of which $1,137.00 represents cost of labor, leav- 
ine $36,499.71 as the total cost of provisions, which gives an 
average of $0.674 per patient per day, or $0.368 per day per 
person fed. It is to be remembered that practically all our 
patients are pay patients, which not only increases the num- 
ber of employees, but requires the very best class of provi- 
sions to be provided. 

V. The cost in the General House and Maintenance Depart- 
ment, which includes the maintenance of buildings and 
erounds, with repairs and improvements, was $21,819.79, made 
up as follows:

In conclusion I would urge again upon all the friends of 
St. Luke’s Hospital the dire necessity of further endowments 
for carrying on its good work. A hospital of one hundred 
beds should have at least fifty of them endowed for this most 
Christian work—the skillful and tender care of the sick poor. 
Another thought—this work should not be isolated, but should 
he the center for the care of the sick poor in their own homes 
through its district nurses and out-patient department. Our 
charitable work is impotent for want of funds. We have the 
‘nstruments but not the means to make them potent, 1 e@.—

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INFORMATION FOR APPLICANTS 


Applications must be made personally or in writing to the 
Superintendent of Nurses, who will furnish blank forms for 
applieation. 

Applications should be accompanied by a physician’s certifi- 
cate of health. 

The most acceptable age is from twenty-one to thirty-five 
vears. 

Applicants may be received at any time during the year 
when there is a vacancy. 

The Superintendent has full power to decide as to the fit- 
ness of the applicant for the work, and to retain or dismiss 
her at any time during the months of probation. 

Candidates are admitted on probation for six months, when, 
if accepted, they will sign a written agreement to conform 
strictly to all rules and to remain for three years, which in- 
eludes the probation period. 

At any time during the three years pupils may be dismissed 
for eause deemed sufficient by the authorities of the Hospital. 

During the first two months the probationer may not wear 
the uniform of the school. 

After the first two months the sum of five dollars per month 
is allowed for uniforms, text books and other expenses con- 
nected with the school. This is not considered as wages; the 
instruction given is deemed a ful! equivalent for services. 

Board, lodging and laundry are provided by the Hospital. 

The pupils are allowed a vacation of three weeks each year, 
also an afternoon of each week and four hours off duty Sun- 
days. The hours of work are ten day-duty, and twelve night- 
duty. Two days are allowed at the end of a month’s night- 
duty. 

In sickness the pupils are cared for in the Hospital, but 
receive no pay for that time. When sick longer than two 
weeks the time is added to the term. 
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Each nurse receives the badge of the school when she com- 
pletes the three years’ work, and her diploma at the time the 
craduating exercises are held. 

The prineipal text-books in use in the classes are Kimber’s 
Physiology and Anatomy; Hampton Robbs’ Primeiples and 
Practice of Nursing; Dock’s Materia Medica; De Lee’s Ob- 
stetrics; Farmer’s Food and Cookery for the Sick and Con- 
ralescent. 

As St. Luke’s Hospital is a church institution the manage- 
ment require from the nurses the same respect and considera- 
tion for the Christian religion that they expect from the offi- 
cers of the Hospital, and that neither by word or act shall 
any nurse, while on duty, assume any position or express any 
opinion antagonistic to the church and its teachings.

Together with all the appurtenances, tenements, and here- 
ditaments thereunto belonging or in anywise appertaining. 
To have and to hold the same unto the sad corporation, its 
successors and assigns forever. 


Section 1313 of the Civil Code of this State provides that 
‘“No estate, real or personal, shall be bequeathed or devised 
to any charitable or benevolent society or corporation, or to 
any person or persons in trust for charitable uses, except the 
same be done by will duly executed at least thirty days before 
the decease of the testator; and if so made at least thirty 
days prior to such death, such devise and legacy, and each 
of them, shall be valid; provided, that no such devises or 
bequests shall collectively exceed one third of the estate of the 
testator leaving legal heirs, and in such ease a pro rata deduc- 
tion from such devises or bequests shall be made, so as to re- 
duce the aggregate thereof to one third of such estate; and all 
disposition of property made contrary hereto shall be void, and 
go to the residuary legatee or devisee, next of kin, or heirs ac- 
cording to law.’’ 
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
